Will Comment

Papers discussing "The Next 
Peace" will be delivered tonight al 
8.15 in the Union Grill by John 
Parker and Alex Stalker, honour 
students in Economics, who will ad- 
dress the meeting of the Political 
Economy Club. 

The first of the speakers will out- 
line the main clauses of the Treaty 
of Versailles, and events of recent 
date which might be said to result 
directly from them, Included in this 
outline will be a recapitulation of 
President Wilson's fourteen points, 
and a discussion of their worth in 
the light of happenings of the pres- 
ent day. 

Perioil of Diiicussion. 

Alex Stalker will then consider 
the peace objectives of the war, 
with particular allonlion to the 
righting of the wrongs of the last 
peace. In particular, he will touch 
upon the peace objectives ot the 
Allies as voiced ' by the leaders ot 
the, Government, Professor L.

Dean Clarke was appointed Dean 
ot the Faculty of Music in 1939, 
two years after joining the staff. 
In the same year he founded the 
Montreal Orchestra, and has eon- 
ducted the weekly concerts which 
number to date 134, ever since. 
Obtained Prizes. 

A scholar in composition at 
Reading University from 1909 to 
1912, Dean Clarke received the col- 
lege and Tirbutt memorial prizes. 
In addition, he later obtained a fel- 
lowship a: t.he Royal College of 
Organists and was awarded the 
Turpin prize in these examinatiorj. 

In the same year, 1920, Dean 
Clarke, having studied composition 
with Hoist, Vaughan Williams and 
Charles Wood, succeeded in having 
three of his orchestral compositions 
accepted by the Patrons' Fund of 
the Royal College of Music and 
performed by the London Symph- 
ony Orchestra, Also, in recent years, 
he has published choral and instru- 
mental works which have been 
played in London and other music 
centres. 

Appointed Scholar 

Dean Clarke was appointed organ 
scholar of Christ's College, Cam- 
bridge, and conductor of the Musi- 
cal Society in 1923. After four years 
at Cambridge, be took the degree 
of B,A. and Mus.B.. his work in- 
cluding the conducting of Bach can- 
tatas and the works of Palestrina.

Radio — An Experiment 
in Adult Education 

Elmer Davit nnerprett the neut lor 
America. Together witii Hans von Kalien- 
iorn and E.8ymond Gram Swing, he up- 
holds the dignity of a profession that has 
received more brickbats than bouquets in 
recent muntiis. For a few niinuie?. eacli day 
these men are called upon to elucidate liie 
tangled mass of rumour, deliberate false- 
hood, and o'j'ja.-.ionaliy authentic reports 
i«manting irom various sources for mass 
.coneumption. Their job it is to separate 
,tbé jjÇjjin.jfrom the chaff, to sift evidence, 
and tsonietimes to conjecture on the basis 
of^reonal experience. Whatever they say 
is snapped up by an audience that runs 
well into the tc-n.^ of million:. Houe\ er ef- 
iiciently and carefully they may woicl tiieir 
icoromentaries, these men are constantly on 
#e spot. 

Each has his own particuiar specialty; 
^alt«nborn and Swing are both strong oo 
ppecial iw'ihU-. with regard to Europeaii poli- 
,tjc8 and Ub leading personalities; Davis 
ibripgs to the naicrophone many years of 
newspaper experience, a lir.sl-hand knou- 
ledge of the quirks in. human nature and 
above all, a gclf-confc^sed analytical ap- 
proacii to history, the result of years; of 
«tudy at Oxford specializing in Ancient 
li^istory. 

In ail article in the January issue of 
the Journal of Adult Education. Davis pro- 
pounds iiir; credo as a newt commentator 
"to help the listener to understand, to 
weigh, to judge; but not to do the judging 
jfpr him". Like Kallcnborn and Swing, he 
jxeiwiu to talk down to his audience, at- 
4«ropting rather to interpret, the news as he 
jMes it. Davis cnvjiiioiis tlie task of newii 
;bro»dca»ting as a large scale experiment 
in adult education with undreamed of pos- 
isibiljticf..

Tuesdaj* nisht's closing concert of the Con- 
certs Symphoniqiics scaK^n featured Ute aus- 
picious retuni to Montreal of Mischa Levitzki 
and what has come to be regarded as an an- 
nual feature of these concerts:— Young Charles 
O'Connell at thç head of Uic orchcttra. O Con- 
nell continues to display an affected "Phila- 
delphia" manner of batonless conductins which 
by it* very nature precludes all possibility of 
precision playing. He would do well to study 
the simple mechanics of (inducting and leave 
frenzied, passionate manual expression to his 
musical godfather. Stokowski. On. the whole, 
the concert « a? extremely well played despite 
Mr. O'Cùnncîl'f spparenl lack of command, a 
tribule to Ihc Mipeiialive ivaming of earlier con- 
certs under such masters as Fritz Slicdry. lîler 
Solomon, and rehearsals under the competent 
Jean Marie Beaudet. 

Delightful Hoax. 
The Miniature Suite by "J. C. Smith" is a 
delightful bit of writing in the accepted 
eighteenth century manner. Actually it is the 
«crk of Philsdelphia's cowboy-composer Harl 
McD.T.ald Or.'.y r«:cntl,v Mr. McDonald, now 
mansgmg l.^e FhJadelphia Symphony, admit- 
ed to having wTitten the work himself, al- 
though be did garner four thematic bars from 
the jottings of Handel's copyist dhd general 
factotum. This is restrained and gracious music, 
the orchestra's strings and woodwinds cares- 
[ sing it tenderly yet respectfully, 
i Mr. Iievitzki's vehicle was the Beethoven 
I Third Concerto in C Minor. Not quite at ease 
in the broad statement of the first movement, 
Levitzki hit his stride in the two final move- 
1 menis treating the lyricism of the Largo and 
the sprightly Rondo Allegro with appropriate 
dexterity and fine, singing tone. O'Connell's 
rather frer and easy direction was probably 
j responsible lor the incompatibility of piano and 
i orchestra in the initial Allegro con Brio. At 
any rate, Levitski was evidently unable to cope 
with the intensely dramatic utterances of the 
first movement, sacrificing roundness of tone 
to increased volume. 

The Tragic Fourth. 
Scbuberfs Fourth Symphony— subtitled the 
"Tragic", is perhaps too rarely heard. 'It suf- 
fers from the lack of proportion and structural 
weakness that characterizes most of Schubert's 
symphonic wTiting. The main theme which 
gives the work itf subtitle, though a thing of 
rare beauty, occurs and recurs through three 
of the four movements without tangible develop- 
menai processing. Similarly, in fourth movement 
Schubert has the device of strings and wood- 
winds conversing over an abbreviated sobbing 
figure and evidently sensing that he has dis- 
covered a "good thing" is loath to leave it. The 
work then is far too repetitious. A rambunc- 
tious minuet, offers a pleasing break between 
the second and third movements— identical in 
mood. There was little fault with Uie orches- 
trât w'jrk in the ticliuberl symphony. A lit- 
tle more precision would have helped build ef- 
fective climaxes and slight irregularities in 
tempo are attributable to Mr. O'Connell's lax- 
ity. 

The concert closed with a group of Bach 
transcriptions: Lucien Cailliet's rather florid 
and brassy scoring of a familiar org«n Fugue 
a la Gigue, Mr. O'Connell's own orchestration 
of the chorale Herzliebster Jesu" and his treat- 
ment of the great Possacdglia and Fugue in C. 
'Ar. OConnell'ii triuiscriplion of the Passacaglia 
will offer little conipctition to exisUng trans- 
criptions by Stokowski and Respighi. The 
scoring for strings is appropriately opulent but 
the rather heavy biaw writing introduces 
shrieking incompalibililies of iiistrumontation. 
The orchcfctia't work on the v/hole was good but 
the balance bclv.ctn instrumental groups that 
was a glowing feature of the first part of the 
concert was relaxed in the final secUon.

Chain stores, the affirmative 
pointed out, threatened to trans- 
form Canada into "a nation of em- 
ployers" 'and to become powerful 
monopolies. 

Negative Argunent. 

The speakers for the negative de- 
clared that chains benefited Can- 
ada by helping to bridge the gap 
between production and consump- 
tion, and were an aid to local com- 
munities by attracting more busi- 
ness there and by Increasing the 
wealth. 

Consumers were aided, the nega- 
tive said, by the fact that chains 
introduced a system of imiform and 
standard prices. The rapid growth 
of the chain stores, according to the 
negative, precluded the possibility 
of their resting on a false founda- 
tion.
